“The total value ts about $140,010, 
00U, He pointed out that in the main 
these are articles used in buiiding, or 
in equipping the country from the im 
port of foodstuffs and other rap.diy 
perishing objects, At the same time, 
he regretted that the greater part ot 
these fron and steel goods is not made 
in Canada now, as certainly will be 
the case in time. “To the extent to 
which, by making these goods in Caa- 
ada, we could have lessened the debi 
represented by the securities we have 
sold to pay for the difference between 
imports and exports, we have burden- 
ed ourselves for a long time to come,” 
he added, continuing: ’ “While work: | 
men are busily engaged in other 
things, as they have been in Canada, 
it may be said that they are not avail- 
able for more work in iron and steel, 
but as soon as railroad and other 
bullding lessens In volume, not in the 
aggregate but in proportion to other 
industries, we may hope that we shall 
be able to muke in Canada the larger 
part of the iron and steel goods now 
imported. The increased output of our 
coal and iron mines, of our blast fur- | 
paces and of our manufactories, which 
would result, would be of inestimable ' 
value to the country as a whole.”

THE POSTAL LIBRARY 


PROJECT TO ESTABLISH LIBRARY 
SYSTEM THROUGH AID OF 
POSTAL DEPARTMENT 


Address Delivered Recently Before 
the Women's Civic Club of Leth- 
bridge, by Joseph P, Tracy, M.A, 
President of the Postal Library 
League for Canada. 
he postal library is a new idea. 

Being un innovation there ure no pre- 

eedents from Which to reckon. In pro- 

Jecting it we must proceed upon sug- 

Bestions, calculations and estimates. 
There are three requirements in pro- 

Jecting a library: Books, housing and 

gervice. Let us therefore consider 

these requiréments in order as related 
to the postal library. 

As for Books. Let us assume one 
volume per capita, that is as many 

Ks as there are men, women and 
ehildren in the whole country, will 
be an adequate supply of books. Again 
ket us assume the average cost of 
books for a desirable collection to be 
ene dollar per volume. (When pur- 
ehasing so inany books the cost will 
probably be much less). The popula: 
tion of Canada is between eight and 
ten millions. On this basis of supply 
eost and quantity ten million dollars 
would appear to be sufficient with 
whieh to purchase all the books re- 
quired for the postal library. 

As for Housing Facilities. It is pro- 
posed to make use of the post office, 
There ure about 16,000 post offices in 
Canada, Adhering to the per capita 
Yatio and, for sake of convenience and 
economy the government will place in 
every pos. office as many bcoks as 
there are people in the locality with 
a minimum of say 250 volumes for 
the smaller offices. By this plan the 
ten million books will be at once dis- 
tributed propcrtionately over the 
whole country and housed at the most 
ecnvenient public place in every com- 
munity. It will be found chat the post 
offices can generally receive and 
house such a supply of books without 
requiring much if any additional 
yoom. In smaller places the number 
of books will be accordingly small 
and rent is cheap. In larger places 
the post offices Will be found in build- 
ngs owned hy the government and 
eeneraily with space available for the 
library. Hereafter, of course, the gov- 
ernment will include the postal lib- 
rary in all plans for rented offices and 
government buildings. Now let us 
allow 50c per volume as the average 
eost of installation—providing stacks, 
catalogues, etc. On this basis five mil- 
lion dollars would equip the post of- 
fices to operate the libraries, Adding 
the cost of equipment to the cost of 
the books we have a total first cost 
ef only fifteen million dollars to pro- 
vide an adequate library for the whole 
ef Canada. This is comparatively a 
emall investment for the government. 
One battleship would cost as much as 
this whole library, books and all, For 
the year 1912 the Canadian post of 
fice department operate” at a profil 
ef $1,410,000. With interest comput- 
ed at four per cent. it would require 
only $600,000 annually to support the 
investment proposed for the pustal 
brary. 

As for Service. The post office pro- 
vides at once the best executive in 
every community-—with trained clerks 
with carriers, collectors; inspectors, 
and with a nation-wid. transportation 
system covering all railways, steam- 
ships and stages. In the post office is 
presented the highest known efficien- 
ey of service. It is already adapted 
to the transportation, collection and 
delivery of mail, money and parcels. 
The post office can with comparative 
ease and with the least possible ex- 
pense take on the library service. It 
ean house the books, deliver the books 
and collect the books at an expens2 
which will astonish for cheapness. By 
means of the post office the library 
service of the whole couatry will be 
related. The library at each post of- 
fice would naturally be selected with 
reference to local needs, However, 
since the post office department is op- 
erating the system all libraries, large 
and small, throughout the country, 
will supplement each othe, The post- 
master having a call for any book 
which is not contained in his library, 
will draw that book from the nearest 
post office which has the volume in its 
eatalogue. Working thus _ freely 
through the mails every book is made 
available to any reader anywhere, 
The inestimable privileges of the 
large library noW confined to resid- 
ents of a few large cities will be at 
ence conferred upon every resident 
of Canada, however poor, lonely or re- 
mote. 

It is interesting to contemplate the 
perfected service which the postal 
library may provide. Books may be or- 
dered by mail, delivered as mail and 
collected as mail ‘There will be no 
more necessity of going to the library 
in order to enjoy it. The postal library 
will come to you. Instead of library 
eentres in but a few cities we will 
have library extension to every home, 
office, shop, camp, school, church and 
lodge—indeed to every individual citi- 
zen who desires to read. 

The expense of this up-to-date ser- 
vice by the postal library when com- 
pleted with the other services of the 
post office will be very low. It is es- 
timated that two cents taxed on each 
loan of a book will cover the operat- 
ing cost. Such a small fee is surely 
within the reach of everyone, especial- 
ly when we consider there is no more 
loss of time or expense in going to 
and from the library. A postal library 
eard costing say two cents would pay 
the fee and serve for use in ordering 
a book. Postal library cards might 
be bound in lots of 25 or 50 each and 
would make most delightful presents. 

Again, the postal library service 
ean be extended to include music rec- 
ords, lantern slides and the like which 
at small expense, can be circulated 
to utmost parts. 

Again, with such library system the 
elvil service would include a corps of 
expert librarians who ‘‘ould be able 
to conduct researches for anyone any- 
where On any subject at reasonable 
fees, and this service also could be 
ordered and supplied by mail. 

The Right Honorable R. L. Borden, 
Prime minister of Canada, has an- 


nounced that the government of the 
Dominton of Canada fs now consider- 
{ng the suggestion. Many personal 
endorsements, petitions and 
tions favoring the idea are being sent 
to the government from all parts of 
the country. 

The postal library when establish- 
ed will be especially valuable to those 
living on the frontier and in rural 
communities, villages and cities 
which do not now have library facili- 
ules. For cities already having public 
libruries the postal library will afford 
a larger and more convenient service. 
Where it is desired the postal library 
can absorb existing public libraries 
saving further grants of public money 
and returning to the owners the value 
of the books and equipment and con- 
verting the real estate and buildings 
to other uses, but, of course, where 
those in control may so desire, the pre- 
sent libraries may continue. 

The postal library will make the 
acquirement of knowledge much eas- 
jer and more’ general and “knowledg9 
is power.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Tracy's ad- 
dress a hearty vote of thanks was ex- 
tended to him and the following reso- 
lution was enthusiastically voted: 

Whereas, the postal library as advo- 
cated by the postal library Jeague pro- 
poses to supply the whole library need 
of all the people of every community 
in the country and that without delay 
and at minimum expense. 

It is therefgre resolved by the 
Women's Civic club of Lethbridge 
that we request the early and favor- 
able consideration of the postal lib- 
rary by the government of the Domin- 
ion of Canada. 

This resolution will be forwarded to 
Prime Minister Borden and a copy 
will be sent to the National Council of 
Women requesting its support for the 
postal library.

The volume comprises sections 19, 
865 and 19,866, and chief!y deals with 
the subject of bamboos. The “Yung: 
Lo-Ta-Tien,” or “Great Dictionary of 
Young-Lo,” comprises, as poiuted out 
by Prof. Giles in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury of April, 1901, 22,877 separate 
sections bound up into 11,100 volumes 
“each half an inch in thickness so 
that, were all ihe volumes laid flat 
one upon another, the column thus 
formed would reach a Leight of 450 

et, or nearly 46 feet higher than 
the top of St. Paul's.” 

The Great Encyclopaedia of China 
easily ranks as the biggest literary 
undertaking in the world, having had 
over 2,000 scholars engaged in its 
compilation and containing a total of 
917,480 pages and 336,992,000 charac- 
ters.

New Type of War Vessel 

The “Aurora,” a light a:moured 
cruiser recently launched from a 
British shipyard, has been described 
as the smallest and fastest vessel pro- 
tected by vertical armour ever built 
for our navy. 

This vessel has a displacement of 
about 3,700 tons, and is about 410 feet 
long. Power will be supplied by a 
battery of oil-burning engines of 30,- 
000 horse power, and the maximum 
speed is estimated at 29 knots. The 
armament’ will be light, consisting 
probably of six ‘or eight 6-in. guns. 

It is announced that this vessel, 
which is the first of its class, is de- 
signed for attendance cn the battle 
fleet, and that in addition to being 
adapted to scout duty it will be able 
to overhaul and cut down any de 
stroyer afloat.

Rev. Faher Le Marche Tells of Re-

Le Marche hag been living 300 miles 
north of the city ‘of Battleford with 
his little band of Indians, gradually 
educating them iu farming and giving 
them the best of the white man’s at- 
tributes. The diocese lies in the Val- 
ley of the Clearwater, Where during 
the last few years many ranchers, 
with thousands of head of cattle, have 
been located. ae : 

Down from his northern mission, 
Father Le Marvhe tells of almost un- 
tapped and little known mineral and 
industrial wealth, There are reported 
to be enormous beds of copper us 
traces of iron ore are noticed in many 
places. Forests of pulp wood are but 
waiting for the hand and brain of man 
to convert them into paper. On the

of transportation in this northern dis- 
trict, there are water powers which 
When harnessed will supply thousands 
of horse power to turn tue wheels of 
pulp and other mills and provide elcc- 
ricity for the communities, which will 
rapidly spring up With the advent into 
this country of railways. 

As far back as 1851 there was set- 
tlement Jn this north country, but 
largely under the dominion of the fur 
trading companies. In that year the 
Rey. Mr. Hunt, a Church of England 
missionary erected a rough church 
which he painted with a pigment of 
clay found in certain places in the 
north, and it is reported that the 
building su painted is still in good 
repair. 

There would appear to be deposits 
of some remarkable substance which, 
used as paint, is practically indestruc- 
tible, and withstands the weather for 
an indefinite period. Jt is reported 
that the Indians and trappers use this 
paint to cover theiy canoes. An Eng- 
lish syndicate is prospecting through 
this district to locate the various de- 
posits. 

It has been noticed on frequent oz- 
casions when digging cellars that the 
subsoil contained a large amount of 
rust, and some creeks north of the 
city are so heavily charged with iron 
properties as to give the water a dis- 
tinctly fron taste.

CANADIAN GRAIN IN 


Dominion Position as to British !m- 
ports Was Good for Past 
Year 


C. F. Just, Canadian commissioner, 
in a report received by the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce, says: 

“In wheet during 1918, Canada im- 
proved her position by 50,000 tons 
over 1912 and by vo Jess than 2,500,- 
000 tons over 1911. Although it was 
freely stated last year that Canada 
would not be able to maintain her im- 
ports with nermal crops in Russia, it 
is obvious that these anticipations 
have been falsified in the event, the 
fact being that the German milling 
trade is now sv impressed with the 
value of Canadian hard wheat for 
their purposes that they may be trust- 
ed to buy largely under any circum- 
stances, und with Germany's require- 
ments in breadstuffs growing every 
year it is believed that purchases of 
Canadiz wheat will continue on a 
progressive scale, 

“The imports of oats from Canada 
are down, owing to a record harvest 
in Germany. The receipts of Canad- 
jan feed barley show a considerable 
improvement, the cheapness and qual- 
ity of Canadian barley having proved 
attractive despite the enormovs offer- 
ings of Russian barley.”

CRUISER ON LAKE WINNIPEG 


New Boat for Fisheries Department to 
be Built at Once—Equipped 
With Wireless

and fisheries cruiser for Lake Winni- 
peg. The plans have been accepted 
by the department and the contract 
let for the fabrication of the material, 
which will be done at Hill. 


As soon as ready the separate parts | 


will be shipped to Selkirk, where the 
erecting will be done. 

This cruiser, which fs the first of 
its type constructed for the depart- 
ment, is especially designed for the 
work it is to carry on. It will do 
double duty as an inspection boat for 
the lake fisheries, and, as well, will 
handle the spawn for the hatcheries 
on the lake. The construction Is of 
steel throughout, It will probably 
have a full wireless installment, so 
as to be able to keep in touch with 
the shore station at The Pas, and per- 
haps with some of the stronger sta- 
tions in Winnipeg, ‘The cost is placed 
at $165,000.

PARCELS POST WORKING 


Post Office Department Issues Notice 
as to Regulations 

The poset office department has is- 
sued the following statement in re 
gard to the parcel post service: 

“From numerous inquiries received 
from the public on the subject of par 
cel post it would seem desirable to 
emphasize the fact that all restric- 
tions as regards weight and delivery 
have been removed, 

“Parcel post packages may be now 
mailed up to the weight of 11 pounds. 
It had been the intention to limit the 
weight of parcel post packets to six 
pounds during the organization period 
but as the organization of the parcel 
post wus quickly made, heavier par- 
cels have now been handled for some 
time, it having been determined to 
give the public the full benefit of this, 
Parcel post packages may therefore be 
mailed up to the limit above stated, 

‘The additional fee of 5 cents which 
was at first charged on parcels mailed 
for local delivery in places where the 
letler carrier delivery is in operation 
has also been abolished and this ad 
ditional fee ig not now charged.”

If thls disease 
fis noticed at any time Mr. Bradshaw

Writing of means of preventing @ 
decrease in the game supply, Mr.

“What are we going to do about it? 
Our game laws, good as they are, and 
!so well enforced in the main by game 
guardians and members of the Royal

If 
four citizens say the game must be 
suved, ic will be saved. By citizens,”

jthem are prene to hesitate when con- 
{fronted with questions that might in- 
'terfere with the so-called liberty they 
have hitherto enjoyed without regard 
fo the future welfare of the game. 
‘The remaining ninety-flve per cent, of 
jour population have just as much 
rieht to say what shall be done with 
ou rgame as those who take their an- 
nuat excursion in pursuit of it, and 
they must do their part if we are to 
lmaintain our desirable yp putation as a 
; province where wild life abounds,”

side the orbit of the earth, and it is 
probable that it is now approaching 
the sun, but ic is impossible to give 
a definite forecast of its development 
till further observations are available,

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THE BOTTOM OF THE SEA, 


When It Falls Out, if it Ever Does, 
Goodby Old World. 

When the bottom of the sea gives 
way from soine future volcanic disturb- 
ance the whole earth will be consumed 
in flames, just as other worlds every 
day are being consumed, according to , 
Louis Rabourdin, the French scientist. 
Recent volcanic disturbances lead this 
scientist to believe that such a time is 
not far distant. The earth's crust Is 
very thin at the bottom of the sea, he 
says, and he adds that the floor on 
which we stand is more frail than we 
are led to believe, 

M. Rabourdin imagines a disaster so | 
great as to involve the whole earth, If 
such an event should occur he thinks 
that from a distant world its appear- 
ance and progtess would exactly paral- 
lel what we ourselves see in the case 
of the “novae,” or distant stars, that 
blaze out in the beavens from time to 
time, 

M. Rabourdin says: “Suppose that 
following upon an extraordinary twist- 
ing movement. due to retreat of the 
central mass, a large muss of the sea 
bottom should give way and, falling 
suddenly, should let in the mass of the 
ocean's waters upon the incaudescent 
interior matter? The water would be 
decomposed by the heat, the hydrogen 
would burn, and it would burn more as 
it had access to more oxygen. The 
conflagration would thus gain gradual- 
ly in force, accompanied by electric 
phenomena, and the greater part of 
the earth’s crust would probably be 
displaced. The earth, passing through 
a critical epoch and returning for the 
time being to its formative period, 
would again be nothing but a globe of 
fre. 

“For the faroff worlds that swing 
in sidereal space this would be the phe- | 
Bomenon of a new star that blazes out 
all at once, Increases in brilliancy as if 
it would eclipse the juminous splendor 
of all its neighbors and then becomes 
feebler and feebler, to disappear tinally | 
forever in the profound darkness of the | 
limitless distance.” 

When such a catastrophe taken place, 
§f it ever does, thut will be the “end 


' of the world,” so fur as we at least are 


concerned.—New York World, 
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LINDSAY'S WIRELESS. 


A Seotch Genius Who Anticipated the 
Work of Marconi, 

James Bowman Lindsay, a Scotch- 
man, began experimenting witb elec- 
tricity in 1820. In a few years he pro- 
duced a “constant stream of light,” 
which was the adiniration of scientists, 
He sent messages over wires and de 
livered many lectures on an electric 
telegraph. Then in 1852 he invented 
n system of wireless telegraphy and 
submitted it to a public test, regarding 
which a Dundee paper of April 12, 
1858, snid: “The experiment removes 
all doubt of the practicability of Mr. 


Lindsay's invention, and there is every’ 


reason to think that it will soon con- 
vect continent with continent, and ts- 
lund with island, in one unbroken line 
of communication.” 

Lindsay's lectures were advertised 
under the tilte of “Telographing With- 
out Wires,” so that the familiar “wire. 
less itself was anticipated But he 
Vis more than a scientitie experiment. 
alist He projected a dictionary tn 
lifty languages and labored on it for a 
quarter of a century, It was too huge 
uv task, and the Peutecontagiossal Die- 
exists in au untinished state 
only in manuscript. He aiso compiled 
With more suecess a set of astronomi- 
cal tables for the use of chronologists, 

Yet this astonishing man ney. en- 
joyed more than an income of #. 0a 
year as a teacher until the eve of bis 
death, when the prime minister grant- 
ed him a pension of $500 “In recogni. 
tien of his great Jenarning and ex- 
traordinary attainments.”"—Exchange, 


BRASS ROD MONEY. 


Currency That Used to %e Very Popu- 
lar With African Natives. 

The annual “bullion letter" of Messrs, 
Samuel Montagu & Co. of London sug- 
gests that the phrase expressive of 
weulth, “plenty of brass,” was intro- 
duced into England by sailors trading 
with towns at the mouths of the great 
African vivers, though the brass rods 
sed by the natives are now passing 
futo the limbo of things obsolete. 

A brass rod at Momsemb was fifteen 
inches long aud not quite so thick as a 
slate pencil. Everything bad its price 
in brass rods—one egg equale® one 
brass rod; a fowl, ten brass rods; two 
yards of cloth, twenty brass rods; a 
male slave, 600 brass rods, and a fe- 
nale slave, 2,500 brass rods. 

.The brass for these rods was origi- 
nally melted down for their brass orna- 
ments—anklets, necklaces, armlets, leg 
rings, bafts of spears, paddies and 
handles of knives, etc. It was using 
the brass for this purpose that frst 


gave apy rea! value to them. In 
1880 the brass rods still retained their 
value. 


it is quite possible that the rods 
changed hands in fathom lengths, and 
those who came Into possession of 
these lengths each cut off a little piece 
to procure a little bit of brass for noth- 
ing, and hence the length was gradua!- 
ly ebortened until in 1800 it was Ofteen 
inches. The process uf shortening con- 
tinued, and Ip 1905 the standard length 
was only eleven inches. 
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
